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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's amendment to the claims, wherein 
claims 1 and 9 have been amended, claim 3 has been cancelled. Claim 3 has been 
incorporated in claim 1 . Accordingly, the scope of the claims has not been altered. 
Claims 1, 2, and 4-9 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 4-7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nakajima et al. (WO 02/031010) for the reasons set forth in the Office Action dated 
08/13/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Nakajima et al. (WO 02/031010) with additional 
evidence provided by www.mrinkjet.com/inkreport.htm for the reasons set forth in the 
Office Action dated 08/13/2008. 



Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/13/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Specifically, the applicant alleges the followings: (1) Nakajima (above) 
does not describe or suggest that the surfaces of the pigments are coated with the resin 
(Remarks, p. 7, first sentence); (2) Nakajima do not teach the utilization of the self- 
dispersing property of the resin (p. 7, 3rd paragraph); (3) the disclosed polyether-grafted 
resin does not have the claimed acid value (p. 7, paragraphs 5 & 6). First, Nakajima 
teaches the coating of the pigments by the resin in paragraph [0047], according to 
which, the component (A) has affinity for the surface of the pigments and component (B) 
provides solubility in aqueous medium. Second, the disclosed resin, as mentioned, is 
self-dispersing in aqueous medium. Third, the disclosed polyether-containing acrylic 
resins have acid values of 19.6, 5, 38, 50, and 38 as indicated in Table 1 .
